Reasons For Allowance 

2. Claims 1-2 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record does not teach nor otherwise suggest a radiator cap 
comprising a water level readout window, LED signal generator, resetting means, an 
audible alarm and speaker mounted on the radiator cap, and an electrical circuit that 
includes a level sensing circuit for sensing the level of fluid in a radiator. Further the 
prior art fails to show a radiator cap that activates the water level readout window, LED 
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signal generator, and the audible alarm when the fluid level in a radiator reaches pre-set 
levels. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
